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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 



A. Claims 1-14 , drawn to method and system for disabling a remote control upon detecting 
the beginning of the advertisement stream embedded in a reward-based content, classified in 
class 386, subclass 46. 

B. Claims 14-24 , drawn to method for detecting and replacing stale advertisements 
contained in a programming, classified in class 348, subclass 

E17.001. 

C. Claims 25-31 , drawn to_a method for providing targeted advertising classified in class 
705, subclass 14. 

D. Claims 32-41 , drawn to method for a method for providing an alternate display format 
for an advertisement during a fast- forwarding operation, classified in class 386, subclass 95. 

2. Inventions A and B, C, D are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is 
separately usable. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

In the instant case, subcombination A has separate utility from the others such as 
disabling a remote control (this is shown by a separate embodiment at Specifications pages 7 
and 23, and Figure 8). Subcombination B has separate utility from the others such as detecting 
and replacing stale advertisements(this is shown by a separate embodiment at Specifications 
pages 6, 21, and Figure 7). Subcombination C has separate utility from the others such as 
providing targeted advertising (this is shown by a separate embodiment at Specifications pages 5 
lines 3, 15; page 21, and Figure 4). Subcombination D has separate utility from the others such 
as providing an alternate display format for an advertisement during a fast- forwarding operation 
(this is shown by a separate embodiment at Specifications pages 2 ; page 5 line 17 and Fig. 6). 



3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, and 
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because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 



4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected 
invention.
